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Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed August 3, 2006 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1.98(a)(1), which requires the following: (1) a list of all patents, publications, 
applications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office; (2) U.S. 
patents and U.S. patent application publications listed in a section separately from 
citations of other documents; (3) the application number of the application in which the 
information disclosure statement is being submitted on each page of the list; (4) a 
column that provides a blank space next to each document to be considered, for the 
examiner's initials; and (5) a heading that clearly indicates that the list is an information 
disclosure statement. The information disclosure statement has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claims contain subject matter which was 
not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The term "machine" is not defined in the specification as to enable one 
skilled in the art to determine the processes or steps required by the "machine" to

determine the claimed limitations. For instance, does "machine" mean computer, 
processor, or other piece of equipment for producing the outcome described in the 
claims? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

For claims 14-16, according to Page 50 of the Interim Guidelines for Examination 
of Patent Applications for Patent Subject Matter Eligibility, when functional descriptive 
material is recorded on some computer-readable medium it becomes structurally and 
functionally interrelated to the medium and will be statutory in most of cases since use 
of technology permits the function of the descriptive material to be realized. However, 
the functional descriptive material in claims 14-16 of the instant application is recorded 
on a "machine-readable" medium which is not the same as "computer-readable" 
medium and "a program" may or may not to be "computer program". Therefore, claims 
14-16 have been considered to be non-statutory. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-9 and 11-13 are allowed.
